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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued that Cohen does not teach a 
loud speaker position calculating section for calculating a cord position of each one of the loud speakers based upon the transmission 
time between loud speakers (see remarks page 2, first paragraph). 

The examiner disagrees. Cohen teaches audio signals of said plurality of charmels are supplied to loud speakers respectively 
disposed for each one of said plurality of channels, wherein said multichannel reproducing apparatus comprises a loud speaker drive 
section for driving the loud speakers, a test tone generating section for generating a test tone signal to measure a distance between the 
speakers, a transmission time raeasuring section for measuring a time period taken from a time when said test tone is generated until a 
time when the test tone is received by the other loud speakers, a listening position input section and a delayed time controlled section, but 
does not teach a loud a loud speaker position calculating section for calculating a cord position of each one of the loud speakers based 
upon the transmission time between loud speakers (see fig.1 and abstract and detailed discription page 3, [0028], page 8, [0077]-[0079]). 

Applicant argued that Maeda or Cohen does not disclose a line connecting a center point between the pair of front speakers and the 
center point between the pair of rear loud speakers (see remarks page 3 rd paragraph). 

The examiner disagees. Maeda teaches a listening position input section (see fig. 1 (33)) for providing, when the loudspeakers include 
a pair of front loudspeakers (51a-51b in fig.1) and a pair of rear loudspeakers (51d-51e), one or more selectable (reads on a channel 
selecting circuit 31) listening positions (33) on a line connecting (inherently a connecting line see fig.1) a center point (33) between the 
pair of front loudspeakers (51a-51b) and the center point between the pair of rear loud speakers (51d-51e and see abstract and detailed 
description page 2 [0015]-[0016], and [0020]). Therefore, it meets the limitation as recited..
